UNBLUSHING FRAUD IN SOUTH CARO- 
TINA.—WILL THE DEMOCRATIC 
MAJORITY UPHOLD THIS CRIME 
AGAINST THE NATION!

WASHINGTON, April 14.—At the 
beginning of the Lth Congress 
there were eight contested election 
cases to be beard. Of this num- 
all have been disposed of in com- 
mittee, with the exception of the 
eases of Smalls against Elliott and 
Ssliivan against T[elton.

ist. The Smalls cases, it is report- 
ed, willnot be taken up until all

The Board or County Canvas- 
sers failed and refused to count 
and include :n the returns made 
by them to the State Board the 
whole number of legal votes cast, 
canvassed and retarned by the 
Boards of Elections as shown 
above, and thus 1,828 legal votes 
cast for Mr.- Smalls were frauda- 
lently omitted from. the count, 
while Elliott, by the same fraud- 
nlent aud illegal means, was de- 
prived of only 112 votes.

Col. Elliott does not represent 
the 32,000 republicans of the VIIth 
Congressional District of South 
Carolinain any sense, and a fair 
and impartial examination of the 
circumstances surrounding his so- 
called election will develop. the 
fact that the methods he employed 
to capture Smalls’ seat, are as rep- 
rehensible as they are dishonest, 
and his “election” isa ‘‘miserable 
failure and a moral wrong.” At 
the last Congressional apportion- 
ment of South Carolina, the VJIth 
Distriet was conceded to the repub- 
licans. Smalls bad carried it in 
1884 by a vote of 8,081 to 4,580, 
but Elliott was returned in 1886 
by a vote of 9,493 to 5,961 for 
Smalls. This was a sample of the 
voting done on the day when the 
total Congressional vote polled in 
the State was 39,072, as against 
90,689 in 1884 and 121,399 in 1882. 
These are the facts and figures and 
they tell their own story. 

The democratic majority ‘in the

Mr. W. R. Davis bas just com- 
pleted a new table which he 
styles the Com bivation ‘*Pyramid” 
Center and Parlor Card table. 

This beautifal piece ot furniture 
is made after the following discrip- 
tion: A depth of body of about 
two and a half inches the top meas- 
oriug twenty-seven inches +quare. 
The table has a small draw for 
games, Cigars Xc., centrally located 
on each of the tour sides. There 
drawers have no focks and keys bui 
they are moved in aud out by 
means of a turned piece of wood 
which is also ornamented thus con- 
cealing every appearance of a draw- 
er. Just above these drawers snd 
beneath the top is located a sliding 
checker board and cribdage score. 
Just beneath the base rim of the 
body of the table and attached to} 
ornamental serools on euch of the 
four sides, is located a sliding shelf 
to be ased as a repository for pieces 
removed from the sorface in a game 
of vards or chess, or upon which to 
rest a glass of water or wine, or 
upon which to eat withoat disturb- 
ing the game. 

At each ofthe four corners of 
the table, is located a slide on 
which there is provided a boque: 
holder(vase shaped) and also the
